A .Dreamer's Vision. 


THE following singular statement of 


facts 
Ls contributed to the 
editor's 


drawer of Harpers Magazine by Mr. 
George A. Hanscoin, of Lowell, Massa- 
chusetts : . 


The reading of the " Puzzle for Meta- 


physicians," iu. the June number of 
your Monthly, recalls to the writer the 
most remarkable occurrence of like na- 
ture which a nautical experience of 
twenty years afforded. This is another 
of those experiences which go to prove 
the occasional thinness of the curtain 
which limits the natural vision of mor- 
tals. 


In 1869 I was in Sue/., in command of 


the British steam-ship Neera, belonging 
to the Bombay and Bengal Steamship 
Company—a company owning a line of 
steamers born of the necessities of the 
manufacturing world when the supply 
of American cotton was so largely cut 
off by the war of the rebellion. 
The 


line was under the management of Wil- 
liam F. Stearns, now deceased, son of 
the late Professor Stearns, of Amherst 
College^-a. man who, going to India 
penniless, developed qualities which en- 
abled him to rise on the flood tide of 
prosperity to a colossal fortune and 
high social position, but, as it proved, 
only to see his riches float put on the re- 
ceding tide, and leave his family but 
poorly provided for at his untimely 
death. 


The Neera was lying in Suez Roads, 


the canal being not yet open, awaiting 
passengers, etc., before sailing on her 
return voyage to Bombay. 
The Penin- 


sular and Oriental Company's steamship 
Carnatic was also about ready to sail 
for the same port, and only waiting 
mails and passengers. It happened that 
the passengers for the two steamers 
came across the isthmus together, and 
that two old irieuds and school-mates 
met, the one to join the Neera, the other 
the Carnatic. 
A day was spent by the 


friends, who unexpectedly met on the 
Egyptian desert, in recounting their ex- 
periences since they last parted, and, 
naturally enough, there was a good deal 
of badinage between them as to the 
comparative merits of the two steamers, 
and as to which should first land on the 
"coral strand," 
upon w"hich these 


"griffins" were to be initiated into 
their duties in the " civil service," to 
which they had been newly appointed. 


The Carnatic was the first to be 


ready, and sailed from Suez in the 
morning; the Neera left early in the 
evening, some ten or twelve hours after 
the mail steamer. 
The night was fine, 


and at breakfast-time we had passed 
Shaduan Island, wore out of the Gulf of 
Suez, and into the Red Sea proper. 
Breakfast was served on deck, under 
double awnings of heavy canvas. 
The 


young gentleman who had left, his friend 
the day before seemed somewhat de- 
pressed in spirits, and during breakfast 
said, rather anxiously, " Captain, at 
what time did we stop last night?" 


"Stop! We have not stopped since 
leaving," was the repty. 
" Not even to take soundings ?" 
" No; the engines have not oeen easeti 


since leaving port." 


The young man seemed much sur- 


prised, and finally said that he had a 
most vivid and remarkable dream dur- 
ing the night, and this he proceeded t 
relate in substance as follows: 


"In my dream it appeared to me that 


the steamer was stopped during the 
night, and that 1 went on deck to ascer- 
tain the cause. I saw a boat pulling of- 
from an island to intercept us, and r 
lantern was waved to arrest our atlen- 
tion. As the boat came nearer I sai\ 
my friend Morton standing in the stern 
As he came up the gangway ladder 1 
sp.id, 'For God's sake, Morton, wha 
brings you here ?' I never saw hirr 
plainer, nor heard his voice more dis 
tinctly than when he said, ' The Car 
natic has struck a rock, and gone down 
the passengers and crew are on an is 
land close by, all safe, and we want you 
ship to take them on board.' I dreamec 
that our ship stopped until other boats 
came off with the remainder of the peo 
pie, and that we then proceeded." 


The narration of the dream made a 


profound impression upon the passcn 
gers, but the Captain, as in duty bound 
laughed it off. The young man provet 
a jolly sort of fellow, but was called "the 
dreamer" during the rest of the voyage 


On arrival at Aden, five days later 


before our anchor was down, we were 
hailed by a boat which had been dis 
patched from the Peninsular and Orien 
.tal office, and asked if we had any new 
of the Carnatic, that ship being a daj 
overdue. We had no news to give; im 
onr dreamer quietty remarked to me 
" You may find that there is more to my 
dream than you supposed." 


A few hours completed our coaling 


and we were off again for Bombav. Oi 
arrival at that port wo heard the" new 
of the loss of the Carnatic, and the cir 
onmstances were just as narrated to u 
two weeks before. The ship struck on 
a rock near Shaduan Island, some twelve 
hours after leaving Sue?,. The passen 
gers and crew were landed on the Island 
the steamer subsequently slid off tin 
•rock, and went down in deep water 
Daring the night a steamer's lights were 
seen by the shipwrecked crew, and a 
boat was sent out to intercept her. Ou 
idreamer's friend Morton went in tht 
first boat; the remainder of the people 
iwere subsequently taken on board, am 
the rescuing steamer proceeded on he 
.voyage to Suez. Except that anothe 
steamer, not the Neera, rescued th 
: party, the dreamer told the story as we! 
as it ccrald be told to-day.

AN amusing instance of equine intelli- 


gence is related in regard to the horse 
'addy, doing steady and faithful service 
n the. Hortoii House baggage-wagon, 
'nddy is stabled and well fed at Johnny 
linton's, and regularly every morning 
"he is harnessed to his wagon, and, un- 
attended, goes directly to his wonted 
itand in front of the main entrance to 
,he Horton House, where, all unnoticed, 
ho awaits patiently 
any 
requisition 


which may be made for 'him. 
If the 


morning is pleasant Paddy remains as 
.mmovable as a rock till wanted; but if 
;he morning is cold, windy or damp,

ment by no other means—it may bo 
very fairly concluded that lie is a valua- 
ble animal for practical purposes, am 
it may be certainly concluded that the 
man who has such power over him, is a 
humane man and a. sensible one. 
J!n 


all this simply means that the man mus. 
secure the animal's confidence. Only in 
exceptional instances is a horse stub 
born or vicious. 
If lie understands his 


surroundings, and what is required o. 
him, he gives no trouble. 
As almos 


every reader must know, if the anima 
when frightened can bo brought up to 
ilie object he will become calm. 
The 


reason is that he understands that there 
is nothing to fear. 
So ho must bo 


taught to have confidence in the man 
who handles him, and then this power 
ful animal, which usually a man conk 
not handle, if it wore disposed to be 
vicious, will give no trouble. The very 
best rule, therefore, which we would lay 
down for the management of the horse, 
is gentleness and good sense on the pan 
of the driver.

When Doctors Disagree. 


MANY of the directions for regulating 


lousehold labor are so widely dissimila'r 
hat young housekeepers rind it dilliculfc 
o judge which to select as the most rc- 
iable. We are surprised, in examining 
lousehold magazines and receipt books, 
o note the numerous conflicting state- 
nents coming, as many of them do, 
"rom those who stand as model mana- 
gers and most reliable authorities. 


Not many weeks ago a young and in- 


ixperienced. but conscientious house- 
Deeper came to us in the lowest depths 
of despondency. One of her "guides " 
described the mode of doing certain im- 
portant things, as she thought, very 
sensibly and clearly. 
Another gave 


•ules wide apart from the first. 
For 


nstauce, one aelvised in washing white 
lannel to make a strong suds in boiling 
lot water, leave tho flannel soaking iu 
t until the water is just cool enough to 
De used without burning the hands. 
Then wash and throw at once into a tub 
of boiling water in which a little bluing 
has been stirred. Shake up and down 
with a clothes-stick till cool enough to 
put through the wringer twice, snap, 
pull in shape, and hang on the line 
syenly, changing it on the line several 
times; then fold tightly, before very 
dry, for an hour, and press while damp, 
drawing it into shape while pressing. 
All very correct, we should say, except 
putting through a wringer. That in- 
jures flannel, in our judgment, making 
it hard and knotty. 
But the next authority she consulted 


was very explicit in directing that flan- 
nels must be soaked over night in cold 
water, then wrung into a cool suds, 
rinsed in cold water, and if fair, left out 
over night to bleach. 


This advice, we, for one, should most 


certainly object to, and feel that our 
flannels were yellowed, shrunk, and in 
every way greatly injured; and yet 
these directions are given by one who. is 
recognized as good authority. 


The young lady had the misfortune to 


spill some grease on the carpet. She 
Hies to her books of instruction to learn 
:how to remedy the disaster, and one 
tells her to lift^'-.o carpet, stretch it on 3 
clean floor," pour on boiling water plen- 
tifully and with a stiff brush scrub the 
carpet very thoroughly ; pour 011 more 
boiling water arid scrub again, then 
.rinse, and wiping the floor dry, stretch 
:the carpet on the line to drain, then 
nail it down while wut . to prevent 
Shrinking; raise all the windows, if a 
sunshiny day, and tying a coarse dry 
towel on a broom go over tho carpet 
many times to absorb as much of the: 
water as can be done, changing the wet 
towel to a dry one often ; then leave the 
carpet to dry. 


Another advises soapsuds with am- 


monia, only raising the carpet to lay 
'some old cloth'underneath to absorb 
the grease. Then scrub the grease spot 
with this suds and, if needful to hold 
the colors, put in- half a cup .of beef's 
gall. As soon as the grease disappears 
(rinse and with old soft cloths nil) till 
nearly dry. 


Another assures you that any quantity 


of oil or grease "can be extracted from 
a carpet by laying dry buckwheat llour 
on the spot plentifully, and removing 
it to add fresh clean buckwheat; flour 
as often as necessary. Whim the grease 
disappears brush all tho flour off into 
a dustpan and the carpet will lie as 
good as new—but, nevnr wet tho carpet 
to take out grease spots. 


The first direction we think ruinous to 
any cs-rpet but some old rag um-pe.t, the 
second very good advice, but the thin! 
the best of all and entirely safe. 


Now, mystified by many conHicling 


rules (and we have only given a. small 
sample), what can an inexperienced 
housewife do? We know of no bettor 
advice than to let the good common 
sense, which in a true-hearted, sensible 
wife develops rapidly in limes of re- 
sponsibility, come to" the front; not to 
discard rules that are laid down for a 
housekeeper's guide, but to weigh them 
calmly and accept or discard indepen- 
dently as careful trial of each shall de- 
termine. It'is true that economy must 
be kept in mintl, while allowing young, 
untried, common sense the. privilege of 
experimenting, but with care little ueed 
be wasted. Some trials may notgivu 
satisfaction, but if one experiments on a 
small scale in matters of fooij there will 
seldom be a dish prepared that can not 
be oaten with a degree of comfort. In 
cleaning, repairing, rejuvenating arti- 
cles, try only a little spot at a time; or 
make a spot—which is bettor—on some 
old rag that will be no. loss if thrown 
away. That will give a good chance of 
trying several ways before deciding 
which,will DO the most effective on that 
which can not be thrown away. 
But why should thereto so many con- 


flicting statements P We certainly know 
how it has originated in several instan- 
ces^ Many have written on household 
affairs who havo never had practical 
knowledge. 
They seo the workings 
^y-^wn-the outside—the surface work. 
Ihoy do not know hem—i»«aU_timc or 
thought the mistress of this domain 
gives to the work, what mistakes aro 
'made, or what remedies applied to pre- 
sent the mistake being known. Some- 
times mistakes in cook-books occur by 
Accident. 
AVe recall a receipt in a cook- 


Ibook that used to be very popular that 
•will clearly show our meaning. The 
'dish was arrow-root pudding, and part 
;of the direction read as follows: 
"To 


lone pint arrow-root add half a cup of 
sweet milk; beat it smooth and free 
|from lumps, till like cream!" 
Any 


jcook, and/ most housekeepers will un- 
derstand the impossibility of following 
'that direction and the utter absurdity of 
jit. 
It would be impossible to even 


jmoisten a pint of arrow-root with only 
,a half cup of milk. And many a young 
jhousekeeper has grieved over her lack 
.of success when trying to follow this 
;rule. We desire to comfort these young 
ifnatrons whose mistakes ariso often froni 
no fault of their own, but from a lack of 
•practical knowledge in those who at- 
tempt to teach; and wo also would 
show those who try to follow books as 
-housekeeping • guides that they must 
bring to their aid their own judgment 
and common sense in testing the lessons 
taught by the most able treatises on Do- 
mestic Economy.— Mrs.

i'liili's Native Foe. 


THE Arancano Indians occupy tlio 


southeasterly portion of the Chilian ter- 
ritory, bordering; the Andes. They have 
never been conquered, and continual 
skirmishes take place between them and 
the Chilian troops on the line, where 
there has never been-peace since Chili 
became free from Spanish rule. A lino 
of forts, garrisoned, is maintained on 
the borders, and every few years the 
line is suddenly advanced into the in- 
terior, driving the Araucano back and 
taking possession of his lands. 
This 


advance is followed up by settlors, who 
purchase large haciendas of the Govern- 
ment. So far, the acquired possessions 
have proved excellent for agriculture 
and grazing purposes. Some of them 
are covered with fine forest trees, but 
no mines or minerals of importance have 
been discovered, and nothing seems to 
verify the reports of wonderful gold 
and silver deposits. The Indians have 
resisted all efforts to civilize them, and 
the Catholic Church has failed to subdue 
their stubborn will or establish a church 
and missionaries among them. 
Upon 


one occasion a young prisoner was 
taught Latin, educated by the Church, 
and made a curate. lie eventually 
asked permission, and obtained it, to. 
visit his people, but failed to return. 
Some years afterward he was again 
taken prisoner, fighting bravely with his 
people. Being recognized, he was once 
more placed in the hands of the priests. 
He lived but little over a year after his 
second capture, and died pining: for his 
home and of a broken heart. It is as- 
serted that they worship the sun, and 
believe in evil spirits, somewhat after 
th.3 manner of worship of the old Incas. 


So little is known of the Araucano 


Indians and their customs that but one 
attempt has been made to publish an 
account of them, and it has since been 
found out that the work was full of er- 
rors »nt[ misrepresentations. But very 
slight information can be obtained of 
their history, and they are very reticent 
regarding their own customs, mode ol 
living and religion. 
They purposely 


mislead one when questioned, and no 
two of them agree in their accounts. 
They rarely admit strangers into their 
territories, though occasionally a trader 
penetrates a short distance to some 
friendly cacique (or chief) who may 
treat him with opes hospitality; but, 
upon the least suspicions or want of 
confidence, the trader's goods are stolen 
and his life sacrificed to savage cruel- 
ties. Of course, few like to run these 
risks even for money. The men are 
well-built, strong and healthy, of ave- 
rage height, bravo, of cruel dispositions 
and treacherous; their complexions of a 
copper color. The women are small. 
and with ugly, coarse features and large 
mouths. Both sexes have coarse black 
hair and beautiful white teeth. It is 
said that one tribe exists of lighter com- 
plexion and lighter hair, the tradition 
being that they are descendants of a 
long-since German colony; but this is 
doubtful, as no traces arc left of the lan- 
guage or customs of such predecessors.

There is no surer sign of a city's prosper- 
ity, than that its own citizens have faith 
enough in its future, to invest their 
money in bricks and boards, and this 
year's showing is a cheery one. Scattered 
as these improvements have been in all 
parlfrof the city, and being made at dif- 
ferent times, the work has not been so 
noticeable to those who day after day 
have found their time and . thought oc- 
cupied with their own individual enter- 
prises; but could this year's work rise in 
a night from some one spot of open prai- 
rie, it would cause all to be amazed at 
the amount. Tho work has gone ou qui- 
etly, and much of it has been unobserved 
by the public. 
Hence it seems fitting 


that a glance should be given, which, 
while it cannot take in every detail, will 
present enough to show that Janesville 
has not stood still, nor turned backward. 


TN THK BUSINESS POUT ION 


of the city some marked improvements 
have been made, which our readers are 
more or less familiar with. Among the 
noticeable ones is Myers'new building, 
which has risen from the ruins of the old 
Hyatt house, and covered that historic; 
old hole with a block, which has as com- 
manding a view and pleasing appearance 
as any in the city, it is not cniitc; fin- 
ished, but soon will be, and when ready 
for occupancy will coat upwards of 820,- 
003. 


The largo block built by A. P. Bennett, 


on Milwaukee street, tho first tloor and 
basement 
of 
which 
is 
occupied 


by 
McKey Bros., is also a 
groat 


addition to 
tho 
business 
portion 


of the city, and is a building which has 
already attracted no much attention and 
caused so much comment in itw praise 
that little now need be saidot it. It cost 
fully $20,COO. 


The adjoining two story brick budding 


of Richardson Bro.'s is one of this year's 
great improvements, and cost abont $7,- 
000. 
It makes a model boot and shoo 


store, and the ollices above are light, 
roomy, and convenient. 


The old wooden buildings which were 


thus crowded out by the erection of Ben- 
nett's and Richardson's blocks, have bet-n 
scattered to various parts of the city, C. 
T. Wileux purchased the one which so 
long occupied the corner, and moved it 
onoblock Honthoti "Riverstreet, hasiitted 
it up, and improved it, necessitating the 
expenditure of sonio money. Another 
building was moved into tho First ward 
by Mr. Holt and fitted up as a grocery 
store ou his lots at the corner ot Acade- 
my and'Washington streets, and formed 
the nucleus of a little business center 
there, an addition being made, another 
little store being moved onto the lot ad- 
joining, and a dwelling house purchased 
from Mr. Hotelling being also moved on 
and improved, the expenditures thus 
made by Mr. Holt reaching several hun- 
dred dollars. Still another building was 
cut in twain, and the front portion has 
been fitted up by Mrs. Addy as a milli- 
nery store next to her residence, and the 
other part taken to the. east side oC the 
river and made a portion of the Empire 
Cross Spring works, tho company having 
expended in other ways, too, in enlarging 
their capacity. 


Another improvement on Milwaukee 


street is the building of a brick store by 
Patrick Connors which coat not less than 
$1,500. 


The improvements on Charles JDnt- 


ton's property, next to the Grand hotel, 
reach $1,000, they being the barber shop 
occupied by Wieglef, and the notion 
store of.

Myers' big stable on Eiisi Milwaukee 


street, occupied by Jackman's livery, I fits ' 
been made still bigger, an addition hav- 
ing been built costing abont $000. 


The livery stable on Bluff street, built 


last spring by Eoyal Wood, who has since 
sold out to Mr. Ames, cost $1,000. 
Mr. 


Ames proposes to enlarge it in the spring 
by building. |an addition ot twenty-five 
feet onto the rear, and will also build a 
barn upon his property opposite, so that 
he can enlarge his business. 


On the East side of tho river the im- 


provements in the park are noticeable, 
the erection of a windmill and reservoir, 
and a beautiful fountain, together with 
other improvements amounting to $58CD 
or so; and the new'market-place running 
from Main to Bluff streets, with its little 
building, scales, etc., necessitated an ex- 
penditure of about $300.
